The 
Administration 'was Republican ant 
both Houses of Congress were of tha 
political complexioti, but Mr. Merril 
received no pension. 'His papers were 
pigeon-holed and our Representative 
for some cause could aot get tbe Com 
missioner to pass upon them, mean 
time Mr. Merrill lay iu bis cabin on 
Peavine mountain, a helpless invalid 
His devoted wife attended him faitb 
fully, though be was sadly neglecter 
by the Government whose flag be up 
held on many a battle field. A year 
ago the attention of Congressman New 
lands was called to the helpless con 
dition of Mr. Merrill. He took an in 
terest in the case, made several per- 
sonal visits to tbe Pension office auc 
finally succeeded iu getting him a pen- 
sion. Three or four days after tbe pen- 
sion was allowed Mr. Merrill died, and 
when the check for back pay arrived he 
was in his grave. Mr. Newlaiids again 
took an active interest in tbe matter 
aud has just succeeded in getting the 
certificate reissued for $12 a month 
back to November, 1890. He has also 
secured the widow a pension of $8 a 
month.
